Declares That Beckham County Is of 
Unconstitutional Birth 



Anoag tba Aota «f tha raoant Lagialatora was 

one creating the county of Beckham out of por- 
tions of Elliott, Carter and Lewis, plainly con- 
trary to the provisionii of the Constitution; but 
what abovld a Legklatnra eara for tba Coasti- 
tation when more officer are wanted? 

The people of Carter and Lewis felt so out- 
raged over the disrogard for their righta that 
they want into Coort; and tba CtreaH Ooart 
aided with the Legislature. 

Then the Hon. W. C. Ualbert of Vanceburg 
want to tba Court of Appeala with an ex- 
haustive Brief in the case; and yesterday that 
Court prartically knocked ont the so-called new 
county of Beckham by roraraiag the ;ase of 
ZimaMraiab aad Brooks Carter Coaaty and 
ordering the cue heard in full on its merits. 

Judge Hobflon delivered the opinion which 
says that tht Act ereating the new county is void 
if any rnutf tkt ttmititMHtmtl fntiaUnu kai 
bren riolattd. The.'e provisions are tb.Hl thi- 
old ooaaty aball have 400 square milae, that 
tha aaw ooaaty aball bava 400 aqoaro miles, 
that tba aaw coaaty Uaoa aball ba at least ten 
miles from all the old county seats, and that ne 
old connty shall be left with leas than 12,000 
iababitaata. 

Itia Botorious that the bill creating Beckham 
connty violates all of theaa constitutional pro- 
visions, and the new county therefore si'em.s to 
be doomed.
